Art Rejections: 

1. The text of 35 USC 102(e) not cited here can be found in the 
previous office action. 

2. The rejection of claims 1-3 under 35 U.S.C. % 102 (e) as being 
clearly anticipated by England , U.S. pat. no. 6,144,991, paper #16, 
mailed 1/10/02, is hereby incorporated by reference. 


3. Claims 1-2 are further rejected under 35 U.S.C. % 102(e) as 
being clearly anticipated by- Sanderman et al, U.S. pat. No. 
5,794, 006. 

Per claim 1, Sanderman discloses a network browser for 
providing chat function comprising: 

a) an application for providing a graphical interface for exploring 
the network including at least one network site ( see col 2, lines 
2-10 ) , 

b) a chat service module, responsive to user's click on a hyperlink 
icon representing a network node, for enabling user to access an 
interactive chat session ( col 7, lines 1-23 ) . 

Per claim 2, Sanderman teaches enabling online provider/vendor 
to offer products or services on the Internet ( see col 1, lines 47- 
65) .
